Now it means, thanks to modern 
method* of treatm ent, not only 
very moderate change in habit*, 
but a prospect of actually length­ 
ening life through attention to 
health. 
There are now living literally 
thousands of young diabetica w.io, 
had they lived and been treated in 
the eeventeenth century 
would 
never have reached m aturity. The 
middle aged diabetic can now be 
assured not only th at he will live 
out hit life expectancy, but prob­ 
ably beat it provided he ii ordi­ 
narily careful in his observance 
of treatm ent. 


Sym ptom s Hard to Recognize 
One difficulty in tho way of 
achieving the best results is that 
the symptoms of the condition are 
not recognized so th a t treatm ent 
can be begun. My doctor friend is 
an example of th a t: 
he knew 
vaguely th a t there was something 
wrong with him, but the symptoms 
were not sufficiently intrusive to 
focus his attention on any one 
thing. 
There is seldom any pain asao- 
iated w ith diabetes, and pain is 
w hat brings people to the doctor.

The 
annual physical exam ination or 
life insurance exam ination may 
pick up the condition and ne a real 
surprise to him. 
But the most im portant message 
th a t I have to tell the middle aged 
diabetic is th a t the discovery may 
make him take care of his diet and 
health so th a t hia life is likely ac­ 
tually to be prolonged. Tftcre is no 
cause for discouragem ent a t the 
discovery. “ Many a man s life has 
been saved by acquiring a chronic 
disease,” said a w,se physician.
